THE LITERACY TEST. 


The literacy test provision, on ac- 
count of which similar bills have 
been vetoed by Presidents Cleve- 
land, Taft and Wilson, remains tn- 
tact, in spite of the fact that Presi- 
dent Wilson has let it be known that 
it will be the cause of another veto. 
Friends of the bill claimed tonight 
that they would be able to muster 
enough votes in both houses to pass 
it veto.

TUMULTY STATEMENT. 
Secretary Tumulty today made the 
follow{ng statement to the House 


Rules Committee: 

“I appear before this committee to 
resent the unjust intimation that I 
gave information to Mr. B. M. 
Baruch in to the so-called 
peace note sent to the European 
belligerents last month by the Sec- 
retary of State. This intimation was 
contained in a statement made to 
this committee by Representative 
Wood of Indiana, a man whom I do 
not know. To the best of my knowl- 
edge I have never met Mr. Wood. 
Certainly he made no effort to find 
out the truth from me before drag- 
ging my name into the affair. 

“I wish to deny generally and 


ispecifically that I gave advance in- 


formation to Mr. Baruch or to any- 
body else in regard to the peace 
note, I did not know of the existance 
of this note or that this govern- 
ment coftemplated the dispatch of 
such a note until after printed 
copies of the note had been given 
to representatives of the press by 
the State Department. I was not 
consulted tn the preparation of the 
note by the President or by any- 
body else. The conferences and 
communications relating to the 
drafting of the note and ite dis- 
patch were confidential between the 
President and the Secretary of State. 
I knew nothing of them. whatever, 
nor did any other person employed 

in the executive office. 
“T have had no dence, 
with Mr. 


Baruch or anvybedy representing 
him, regarding this matter. I have 
had no telephone talks with Mr. 
Baruch or anybody representing him 
remwardinge thie matter. I have never 
talked with him or anybody repre- 
senting him, or with anyone else 
publicly or privately, with regard to 
thie matter 


“Apparently, the only insinua- 


tions made me are that I 
lunched with or met Mr. Raruch at 
the Biltmare Hotel at or about the 
time of the preparation of the 
President’s suggestion that the FEu- 
ropean belligerents state their 
peace terms. T have never break- 
fasted, lunched, dined or taken any 
meals with Mr. Barnch. T have met 
him only at several banquets and 
large dinners when many other per- 
sons were present. I have never dis- 
cussed any peace or other note 
elther when i{t was in prospect or 
afterwards, with Mr. Paruch or any 
other persons engaged in’ the pur- 
chase or sale of securities of any 
kind tn the stock market. 

“While this is a complete dental 
of the only tnsinuations which have 
been made, I wish to go further and 
say that I have never engaged in 
stock market eales or purchases 
myself nor through brokers, friends 


or agents. 

“T discussed the President's note 
with no one, first, because my 
oath of service requires that I make 
no private use of official informa- 
tion, and secondly and specifically, 
because as I have stated, I had not 
seen the President's note and 
not know that, it was in prepara- 
tion or even contemplated. 

“As I already have eald in a pub- 
lic statement. I have frequently re- 
quested the President to keep me free 
from any knowledge of pending in- 
ternational moves so that I might not 
be embarrassed by requests for in- 
formation from the newspaper corre- 
spondents who appeal to me in my 
office constantly for such tnforma- 
tion. The insinuations which have 
been made, whether conceived in 
political malice or merely through 
misinformation, are wholly - false 
and without even the fliimstest 
basis. I have not at any time since 
acting as Mr._/ Wilson's secretary, 
first when he was Governor of New 
Jersey and later when he became 
President, been interested in any 
stock transactions of any kind. or 
given any information to any other 
person upon which purchases or 
sales might be made. I wish to 
make this statement aweeping 
and complete, as T know how. T am 
still waiting for Mr. Wood's public 
apology. 

“T am authorized bv the President 
to quote him as follows: 

“*l wish in fustice to Mr. Tu- 
multy to say that he has stated the 
exact fact. He had fo knowledge 
of the note whatever until it was 
given out for publication.’”

“Another sort of a leak,” he con- 
tinued, “is when some executive of- 
ficer of the government, some Cabi- 
net official, or member of the Sen- 
ate or House may be Interested in 
stocks or bonds—they are all human 
like the rest of us—acquiring infor- 
mation that will affect the market 
passes the information on to his 
friends.”

IN ACID BATH. 


Arguments on the Legislation 
Start in Supreme Court. 


Decision is Expected in the 
Course of Few Weeks. 


Solicitor -General . Addresses 
the Bench for Four Hours, 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. de- 
termine constitutionality of the 
Adamson law, enacted in Septem- 
ber, when a general rajiroad strike 
threatened, the test case came up 
in the Supreme Court today. Argu- 
ment will continue until Wednes- 
day and a decision is expected within 
a few weeks, 

The question whether Congress 
has power to regulate hours of serv- 
ice and wages furnished the key- 
note of the arguments, which the 
justices interrupted with many ques- 
tions. In opening the defense of the 
law for the Department of Jus- 
tice, Solicitor-General Davis declared 
it resulates both hours of service 
and wages, and contended Congress 
has authority to regulate both. He 
asked annulment of the decision of 
Circuit Judge Hook of Kansas City 
in the test case of the Missouri, 
Oklahoma and Gulf Railroad, hold- 
ing the law void, 

Although three hours is the usual 
time allotted for argument of a case, 
the court granted an extension today 
to eight hours, equally divided be- 
tween the Federal rallroad 
counsal. Walker D. Hines, chairman 
of the Railroads’ General Committee 
of counsel, and John G. Johnson of 
Philadelphia will speak tomorrow for 
the carriers. 

WHAT DAVIS SAID. 

Solicttor-General Davis tola the 
court that it “reached the heights of 
imagination,” to say that the pri- 
mary object of Congress in passing 
the law was not to limit the hours 
of toll. He asserted that Elisha Lee, 
the railroads’ spokesman, through- 
out the strike controversy, often had 
admitted that the law is workable, 
now denied by the railroads. 

When Mr. Davie cited Congress’ 
disturbance of rallroad contracts in 
passing the Federal Employers’ Lia- 
bility Act, Justice Day asked: 

“Do you claim the same power in 
fixing wages as in fixing rates?” 

“We do,” Mr. Davis replied. “I 
can’t follow that argument,” inter- 
jected Chief Justice White. “The 
subject is regulating hours of serv- 
ice. The government has regulated 
commerce for ages, so to speak.

Norton Objects to Report of 
Two Years Ago.

LACK APPRECIATION. 


Young Men who Steal Automobiles 
and Accessories Ignore Grave 


Warning of Probation and 
Prison is Only Remedy, 
Says Police Judge. 


Probation has proven a failure for 
young men who steal avtomobiles 
and auto accessories, and the police 
courts will no longer give suspended 
sentences and probations to that 


type of offender. 
The new system was emphatically 


ugurated yesterday when Police 


Judge White cancelled a suspension 
of the sentence he had placed on 
William Ryan, 19 years old, and com- 
mitted the young man to serve ninety 
days in the City Jail. 

Ryan was arrested April 7 on a 
charge of having stolen a gas tank 
from an atitomobile. He was placeu 
on probation with a suspended sen- 
tence. 

Recently he was arrested with two 
friends in a stolen automobile they 
had driven to Bakersfield. He was 
brought into court to answer for vio- 
lation of his parole. 


‘A suspended sentence seems to 
no warning to young men who 


steal automobiles,” Police Judge 
White said. “A parole is only effec- 
tive in so far as it is a warning, but 
young men with the joy-riding 
habit ignore such a warning. The 
only other remedy open to the court 
is jail imprisonment.”
